I have a 
plan. Here’s how to tackle your 
Christmas knitting. 

Start with a list 

List which of your friends and family 
deserve a hand-knitted Christmas 
gift. Think carefully about this list, 
not everyone appreciates the time 
and effort that goes into knitting 
something by hand. 

Edit ruthlessly. 

Pick the patterns 

Next choose a few tried-and- 
tested patterns and allocate them 
to recipients. When choosing 
Christmas knitting patterns think 
small but wearable. Excellent 
choices include Ysolda Teague s 
“Ripley” hat, the Yarn Harlot s 
“Foot Ovens” and Sarah Fama s 
“Darkside Cowl”. If you need to 
make something really quickly then 
perhaps experiment with arm 
knitting. A basic cowl can be 
knitted in under 30 minutes. 

If you’d prefer not to knit clothing 




or accessories then 
have a look at Arne 
and Carlos’s Christmas 
tree decorations from 
their fantastic book 
“55 Christmas Balls to 
Knit”. Their fair-isle 
baubles are the 
perfect stocking-filler 
and will guarantee 
years of enjoyment. 

Allocate stash 

Now allocate yarn to your patterns. 
If, like me, your yarn stash is 
spiralling out of control, Christmas 
knitting can be an excellent stash- 
busting exercise. Opt for chunky 
yarns where possible. I am rather 
excited about Hoooked t-shirt yarns 
at the moment. They are reasonably 
priced, chunky and also recycled (all 
good reasons to further enhance 
one’s stash). Alternatively, you could 
have a go at making 
your own t-shirt yarn. 

Now grab your needles 
and organise 
everything into 
separate project bags. 

Knit like 
the wind 

That’s it! You’re ready to go. 
Hibernate all existing knitting 
projects and knit like the wind.

Watson for many years, having previously 
worked for the same company. Teaming up 
was therefore a natural step to take and has 
proved very successful because of her talent 
and eye for design.” 

FROM SHEEP TO SKEIN 

Part of the attraction of “buying British” is 
knowing that the product hasn't had to clock up 
air miles to get to you. At West Yorkshire 
Spinners, the whole operation is carried out 




within a 40 mile radius, which reduces its 
carbon footprint substantially, allowing you to 
knit with a clean conscience! The fleece comes 
from suppliers in Bradford and the spinner 
carries out the rest of the process itself. This 
involves spinning, dyeing and balling (or 
reeling the yarn into skeins), which all takes 
place at the factory in Keighley, where it has 
been since 2011. Richard explained: “we have 
our own dyeing laboratory so we can make the 
exact colours very quickly. It is so important to 
see how colour reacts with the yarn”. 

WHAT NEXT? 

We asked Richard where WYS is heading 
and what we can look forward to seeing 
from the company soon. “The knitting 
industry has changed dramatically over the 
years. Handknitting used to be more of a

The little ones need winter 
hats, gloves, and what about that 
adorable dinosaur intarsia 
jumper, matching in two sizes? 

I float the idea with Eldest too, 
but, aged nine, he flatly refuses 
to dress like his baby brothers. 
Fair enough. He wants a 
Minecraft hoodie, so that goes 
on the list too... 

All this kept me busy; too 
busy, in fact, to notice how 
humdrum I felt. I love knitting for 
my family, but I also love knitting 
for my brain. I love the inspiration, 
the times when you're idly 



window shopping and you get an idea 
about new hems, logo wristbands or 
how that retro chrome and enamel 
mixer in John Lewis' window is just the 
shade of bright turquoise to bring out 
your sister-in-law's beautiful olive skin. 
And suddenly you start planning, 
sketching, doing sums on scrap 
paper, scrapping them and doing 
more sums, more sketches, until 
before you know it you've come up 

That mh of impiratm 
IS. better fhah almost 
amythim^^ else in the wrld 

with something special, something that 
reflects just what you were thinking at 
your most clever. That rush of 
inspiration is better than almost 
anything else in the world, apart from a 
lie-in, baby's first smile, or a big sign 
outside the local artisan bakery 
proclaiming FREE CAKE. 



So, I set out to get that moment 
back. I thought about people and 
visited places that inspired me, pored 
over my notebooks and started 
feeling it flow back. I saw patterns in 
skeletal autumn leaves that made me 
think of delicate lacework, combined 
colours in a new scarf design inspired 
by the plumage of a mandarin duck, 
and determined to knit something 
inspired by two of my eccentric 
spinster great-aunts. 

Thing is, it didn't last. The leaf- 
inspired lace pattern was on a 12-row 
repeat which I messed up three rows 
in and never quite got right again. 
The duck scarf design was great on 
paper, but brown, orange and red 
looked like a stomach upset when 
knitted up and worn with my winter 
coat. And my attempts to be inspired 
by my great-aunts floundered after 
I realised that there was no way to 
knit a representation of fomenting 
family feuds, and ended up making 
an eclair instead, as a tribute to their 
shared weakness for cream cakes. 
There's not that much you can do 
with a knitted eclair though, and so 
the search goes on.... 

But that's the key. Having 
started working on reclaiming my 
creativity - taking my crazy back, as 
it were - even if it failed miserably. 



I felt much better. Of course not 
everything was going to work first 
time. But somehow. I'm sure that I'nr 
on the right path again. I'll be 
starting that leaf lace again, 
because, in the words of my 
favourite knitting motto, 

"I haven't failed. I've found 
twenty ways that didn't work."

Although we call it, 'knitting in 
I the round' you are actually 
working in a spiral.

Elizabeth Zimmerman's 
jogless jog method is really 
j useful, but it won't work with 
a one-row stripe pattern. For 
I this, you need helix stripes. 
The trick is not to twist your 
yarns together when you 
change colour. Just pick up 
the dropped yarn from the 
previous round - but don't 
i pull it tight - and continue 
knitting. This creates the 
effect of separate spirals of 
each colour.

LK deputy editor Adrienne Chandler shows you how 
to stitch up your knits and get a professional finish 




You will always have yarn tails 
left when you have finished 
knitting, although the number 
of these will depend of the 
pattern you are making. It's 
important to sew these into your 
work, not only to make your 
item look neat, but also to help 



secure yarn joins. 

Lay your piece with the wrong 
side (WS) facing upwards. 
Thread your yarn tail on to a 
tapestry needle, then weave the 
yarn through the stitches, 
splitting the strands as you go. 
This will stop your sewing from 
being visible on the right side 
(RS) of the fabric.

MATTRESS STITCH 

(also known as 
ladder stitch) 

It's important to make your 
seaming as discrete as possible - 
you don't want people to be 
distracted from your hard work by 
wonky sewing! Mattress stitch is 
one of the best seams for stocking 
stitch fabrics, as it is almost 
invisible. Thread your tapestry 
needle with a length of yarn. In 
this example we have used yellow 
yarn to contrast with the knitted 



panels. Lay the pieces to be joined 
side by side with RS facing. 

Step 1: insert your needle 
underneath the horizontal 
strand of yarn between the last 
two stitches 

Step 2: do the same on the 
other panel 

Step 3: repeat Steps 1-2 all the 
way along the edge of your work - 
see how the ladders form 
between the stitches 
Step 4: pull your sewing yarn 
tight to close up the ladders and 
complete the seam

GRAFTING TWO 
CAST-OFF EDGES 

This is a good seam to use for 
shoulders as it replicates the 
knitted stitch and conceals the 
cast-off edges. Lay the two pieces 
with the cast-off edges placed 
together and thread your tapestry 
needle with a length of yarn. 

Step 1: bring the tapestry needle 
out through the middle of the 
first stitch on your lower piece 
of work. 

Step 2: now insert it underneath 
both 'legs' of the first stitch on the 
other knitted piece. 



Step 3: take your needle through 
the centre of the same knitted 
stitch as in Step 1. 

Working from right to left, repeat 
Steps 1-3 across the cast-off edge 






Making up may seem like 
the least interesting part 
of a project but the quality 
of the finishing can make 
ail the (difference to the 
look of your finishetd item.

After setting up, you can 
remember the technique with 
this shortened sequence: 

Front needle: knit, slip, purl 
Back needle: purl, slip, knit 

When working Kitchener stitch 
on reverse stocking stitch 
fabrics, just repeat Steps 1-2 on 
both the front and back 
needles: 

Front needle: knit, slip, purl 
Back needle: knit, slip, purl 



BACKSTITCH 

This is a strong seam that is 
quick to work. It does produce a 
ridge on the WS of the work, so 
is better suited to projects 
knitted in yarns that are lighter 
than aran in weight. Thread 
your tapestry needle with a 
length of yarn. Hold the pieces 
to be joined with the RS 
together and WS facing out. 
Step 1: insert the tapestry 
needle through the work from 
back to front, 0.5cm-lcm from 
the edge. Smaller stitches will 
make a neater and stronger join, 
but do take longer to sew. 

Step 2: push your needle 
back through the work, about 
0.5cm-lcm to the right, and 
bring it out again the same 
distance to the left of the initial 
entry point. 

Keep repeating these two steps 
until the seam is complete.

Invented by and named after Lord Kitchener, Secretary of State for War in WWI, this technique is most 
commonly used for grafting the toe of a sock, but could also be used to join any two sets of live stitches. 
There are some set up steps to do before you begin. 



SETTING UP 

Step 1: hold your two sets 
of stitches parallel with the 
WS together and the RS 
facing outwards 
Step 2: thread your tapestry 
needle with a length of yarn 
and insert it through the first 
stitch on the front needle, 
as if you were going to purl 
Step 3: now insert the 
tapestry needle through the 
first stitch on the back 
knitting needle, as if you 
were going to knit

TENSION HEADACHE 

It's really important to knit tension square 
before you begin a project Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. T ension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus five 
more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1. Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2 . Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



up and down the loops of the stitches 
for 8cm. An alternative method is to 
weave through the back of the stitch, 
splitting the strand of yarn as you sew. 
3 « Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 
NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section.

SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

■ Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of the 
yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don't forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

■ Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items to 
create the correct dimensions from 
the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements. 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - 
do not iron directly on to your 
knitting. Continue to iron until the 
cloth is dry. Another option is to 
gently hover over your work with the 
iron and apply steam until the knitting 
relaxes, this is good for delicate 
projects and textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set.

KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 



Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 
wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 




1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 



GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling it 
taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing under 
the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the original 
stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left hand 
needle into the new stitch from underneath to transfer 
it from the right hand to the left hand needle. There 
should now be two stitches on the left hand needle. 




3 Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 

and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. T ug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

Nicki Trench tells us about fashionable Fair Isle 
and knitting disasters. 



A knitter since a very early age, Nicki Trench has since made a name for herself as a 
writer, editor and designer. As well as publishing many inspired pattern books, she 
runs workshops in knitting, crochet, patchwork, sewing and sugarcraft. Despite all this, 
she tells us she still finds time to learn violin and Argentinian Tango! We caught up with her 
about her knitting habits and stash secrets. 



I started to knit when I was a small 
child - my earliest memory of 
knitting was when I was about 

4 or 5 . Both my mother and 
grandmother were big knitters so 
it felt normal for me to copy them. 

Nowadays my favourite place to 
knit is on my sofa in front of the 
wood burner in the downstairs of 
my barn, while listening to a play on 
Radio 4! I love big comfy jumpers 
but I just don’t get time to knit them 
for myself. I'd love to make myself a 
big over-sized yoked jumper I can just 
slob around in. 

I just love Fair Isle and Tm so pleased 
to see it so much in fashion at the 
moment. I used to think Fair Isle 
had to be made from itchy, grungie 
coloured yarn, but with all the 
gorgeous soft yarns available, there 
is no reason not to use those. I don’t 
believe in being a traditionalist either; 

I think you should make what you like 
and throw away the rule book. 

IVe just finished writing a book called 
Crochet Basics, which is due to be 
published in October. It’s a “crochet 
bible” and has workshop chapters 
which have step-by-step illustrated instructions 
as well as 20 projects to go with each 
technique. It’s going to be really lovely and 
the most comprehensive crochet book I’ve 
done so far. 

I have so much yarn in my stash because I end 
up with half balls left over from projects for my 
books and designs. I keep it all organised in 
see-through plastic boxes! The oldest yarn I 
have is a boucle I was given years ago, which 



I can’t bear to get rid of. It’s 
so soft and the colour is 
lovely, but it’s hopeless for 
crochet and I haven’t 
thought of anything to knit 
with it yet. 

I've had too many knitting 
disasters to mention! 

I have one every time I 
design something new. The 
funniest disaster was several 
years ago when I had just 
started a new knitting group 
and three of us decided to 
knit the same jumper, with 
some hysterical results. One 
had a neck too big, one had a 
sleeve longer than the other 
and one was so long it reached 
the floor. I’m not sure any of us 
made of use of our garments 
but they were worth making 
just for the comedy value. 

I've been campaigning for 
years to get rid of the stuffy 
and old-fashioned view of 
knitters and I think it has 
come a long way. These 
days there are more wool shops 
selling current and contemporary yarns and 
knitting is ever more popular. It’s great seeing 
younger people so enthusiastic about crafts. I 
think it's important to teach children to knit. It 
may not be a necessity anymore, but it’s a very 
good hobby and a great way of relaxing and 
escaping from computers and work.
